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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11,14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over McFarlane et al. in view of Crookes. 

There is disclosed in McFarlane an apparatus for heating and cooling food, 
comprising: a rotating first closed pipe serpent 44 extending from an entrance side 42 to 
an opposite output side 62; a heating fluid (steam, col. 6, lines 59-68) for covering a 
lower part of the first closed pipe serpent; a rotating second closed pipe serpent 44" at a 
displaced horizontal level from the first closed pipe serpent, the second pipe serpent 
including an entrance side 42" for receiving food which has exited the output side of the 
first closed pipe serpent; a cooling fluid (col. 8, lines 36-42) for covering a lower part of 
the second closed pipe serpent; an ejector pipe 40 connected to the enterance end of 
the first closed pipe serpent; a loading chute 32 for supplying food; and a control unit 
(col. 5, lines 22-40) sending a control signal to control the quantity and speed of food 
supplied. 

Crookes discloses a mixing closed pipe serpent, wherein in a cross section of an 
axis, the closed pipe serpent has a non-circular, multi-angled shape encircling the axis, 
the angles allowing for a thorough mixing of fluids flowing through the pipe. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the cross section of 
the first and second closed pipe sections, with respect to the axis of rotation, with that 
taught in Crookes, in order to improve the mixing ability of the pipe serpents. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 10, 12, 13 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 23 December 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that if the coils of McFarlane's helical food 
pump were deformed with the teaching of Crookes, the food pump would not operate as 
intended. 

It is the teaching in Crookes of successive bend angles that is being applied to 
the McFarlane device. Such bend angles allow for a thorough mixing of the product as it 
travels along the path. McFarlane teaches the use of a spiral closed pipe serpent 
through which foodstuff travels along a spiral path for mixing. The teaching of multiple 
bend angles, as in Crookes, with this path would make for additional mixing of the food 
product. The operation of the McFarlane device would not change by providing a multi 
angled shape, as in Crookes.
